It is enough to know that wrong is 
done, when for any reason, members of the same 
church are arrayed one against another ; and when 
they obey not those who have the rule over them, 
wd wa for their souls, but talk against then by 
the walls, and in the doors of the houses, or refuse 
to communicate to them in all good things, as 
truly, as when the professed ministers of Christ, 
by good words and fair speeches deceive the 
hearts of the simple, or subvert whole houses, and 
teach things which they ought not, for filthy lu- 
cre’s sake. , :
